General Meeting Minutes 
February 8, 2013

Opening: The meeting was called to order at 
7:31 p.m. by President Fowler. Sign-in sheet 
was circulated; 25 members and one guest 
signed in. A round of self-introductions was 
made with the question “What is your goal to 
improve your station”. Answers included “put 
up more antennas; improve the operator (pass 
the Extra exam); put up an HF antenna in my 
restricted community; replace my rubber duck 
with a real antenna; install a stealth antenna; 
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I'm happy with my station; move from straight 
key to an iambic paddle; put up another HF 
antenna; do some deferred maintenance; take 
a transceiver out of the box and finally use it;

New Members and Guests: Paul Maciel, 
AK1P, one of our speakers, was a guest 
tonight. 


Announcements: Membership cards are 
available to those renewing. W6BB is alive 
and well, so look for them and make a contact 
on HF so they can earn points for the School 
Club Roundup. Some interest was expressed 
about software-defined radio. The USS Hornet 
radio club has a meeting tomorrow at 1 p.m. 
aboard the ship.

Closing: There being no further business, the 
membership meeting was adjourned at 8:12 
p.m. 


Presentation: After a break for refreshments, 
Paul Maciel, AK1P, and Ron Smith, KE6RS, 
gave an excellent presentation on QRP. 
Operating your radio in QRP mode means 
transmitting at reduced power levels while 
aiming to maximize the effective range. The 
power level is generally kept at 5 watts or less 
(Sometimes considerably less, as in milliwatts). 
Paul compared seeking DX with a big gun 
station versus QRP as fishing with a massive 
ocean trawler versus solitary fly-fishing. You 
can catch DX either way but one is much more 
sporting. Part of the QRP fun is building your 
own kits (tying your own flies). Paul and Ron 
showed a number of kits previously available 
from the Norcal QRP Club and the unique 
features of each. A lot of QRP is now digital 
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because the computer excels at deciphering 
weak signals within noise. Speakers stated 
they will provide EBARC with some useful 
QRP websites so they can be posted on our 
club website.
